Louisville Gas and Electric Company (“LG&E”) petitions the Kentucky Public Service 

Commission (“Commission’? pursuant to 807 KAR 5:OOl Section 7 to grant confidential 

protection to LG&E’s responses to various data requests of the Attorney General of the 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, by and through his Office of Rate Intervention (“Attorney 

General”) and Kentucky Industrial Utility Customers, Inc. (“KIUC”). LG&E does not object to 

making the confidential information available to the Commission and its staff, and to the 

intervening parties in this proceeding, provided that each such intervenor representative and 

counsel reviewing the confidential infomation executes an appropriate confidentiality 

agreement. These data requests and LG&E’s basis for requesting confidential protection are as 

follows: 

I The Attornev General’s Second Data Reauest Item No. 31 

1. Item No. 31 requests a cost benefit analysis that quantifies the benefits of AGA 

membership for ratepayers and demonstrates that the benefits are greater than the reported cost. 

2. Portions of this analysis relate to sensitive environmental issues facing LG&E 

which, if publicly disclosed, would place LG&E at a competitive disadvantage. The public
